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John Daniel has submitted his resigna- 
tion as President of Laurentian University 
effective June 30, 1990. He has been named 
Vice-Chancellor of the Open University of 
the United Kingdom. 

A special closed meeting of the Board of 
Governors is being called to deal with the 
resignation. 






Soccer Student Centre Referendum 



The Soccer Vees remained unde- 
feated this past weekend as they were 
victorious in playoff games against the 
University of Toronto Blues and the 
Wilfrid Laurier Golden Hawks. The 
first game on Friday was a thriller as it 
meant instant elimination from the na- 
tional tournament for the loser. After 
regulation play and overtime the Blues 
and Voyageurs still remained deadlocked 
at 0-0. After two rounds of penalty kicks 
the Voyageurs finally pulled away to a 
1-0 victory. On Sunday, the Vees were 
under the gun again as the OUAA Cham- 
pionships were on the line. This game 
turned out to be much the same, as it was 
also decided on by two rounds of pen- 
alty kicks with the Voyageurs coming 
out on top 1-0. 

The Voyageurs travel out west to 
British Columbia next weekend to 
compete in the National Championships. 



On November 16, the SGA 
by-election ballot will contain areferen- 
dum question, concerning student centre 
funding. It will ask you , the student, to 
support an increase in the student levy 
from $20.00 to $35.00 ( a fifteen dollar 
increase). 

Your support would mean that 
the longtime dream of a student centre at 
Laurentian would become a reality by 
1991. 

The reason behind this in- 
crease is that as it stands the student 
centre will be built, however, the "build- 
ing" will only close in the cat-walks 
between the Parker Tower and the Great 
Hall. The current plan calls for the 
second floor of the Parker building 
becoming the student centre, however, 
included in this space would be the 
bookstore and the Centre for Talent De- 
velopment. The SGA contends that this 
is not enough space, more student ori- 



ented space is needed now, as well as in 
the near future., Administration has 
said that no more money is available 
from Provincial of internal University 
sources, and as a result of this, the SGA 
has formulated a plan to see more space 
built. 

Supported by the Student 
Centre Committee, which has admini- 
stration, AEF and SGA members, this 
plan calls for student funding for an 
additional six thousand square feet of 
space. This would see the third floor 
extended partially over the Great Hall. 
The cost for this additional space is 
approximately none hundred thousand 
dollars. 

TheSGAhaslobbiedAdmini- 
stration for support in the form of co- 
signing the financing required to build 
the student centre now and repay the 
$900,000 over a number of years. Sup- 
port has been tentative at this stage 



pending formal review and approval at 
the Building and Planning Committee 
level, and Student support. 

It's at this juncture the refer- 
endum becomes critical. By supporting 
the increased levy at a referendum, stu- 
dents would demonstrate their commit- 
ment to building a student centre that 
would do a great distance toward meet- 
ing the current need at Laurentian. AEF, 
the other full-time student organization 
on campus, has also indicated they would 
increase their levy. This would mean 
that all full-time students would support 
the venture and fund the additional space 
one hundred per cent! The SGAhas also 
been in touch with the Part-Time stu- 
dent organization, and at this stage are in 
deliberations over the subject. 

To put the increased levy into 
perspective, Brock University has a 
similar funding plan for their centre that 
requires a levy of ten dollars per course, 



The SGA proposal would mean seven 
dollars per course. 

The fee increase is substan- 
tial, however, if the end result means 
students would have a place to call their 
own, the price is actually nominal — The 
Student Centre.

CUP Feature: A Quilt with Love

Washington — A crisp wind is sending 
a chill through the thousands of people 
already milling around Washington's 
capital area. Monumental buildings 
surround us, glowing an eerie white in 
the bright morning sunlight. The White 
House, the Lincoln memorial, the Capi- 
tal building — seen so often on televi- 
sion — look unreal close up. 

Beneath the looming Lincoln memo- 
rial, people are gathering for the largest 
demonstration of homeless people ever. 
By the end of the day, more than 150,000 
people will pass by the monument, a 
stark reminder that in George Bush's 
gentler, kindernation, millions of people 
live on the streets. 

Across from the memorial is a huge 
oval-shaped lawn, called the Ellipse. It 
sits directly in front of the White House. 
The size of several football fields, it 
takes several minutes just to walk across. 
All around the Ellipse there is activity 
— volunteers, tourists, and curiosity 
seekers are waiting for the unfurling of 
the AIDS quilt. 

Suddenly, hundreds of people wear- 
ing white "Names Project" sweatshirts 
move onto the Ellipse and start unfold- 
ing the largest quilt ever made. More 
than 10,000 individual panels, roughly 
the size of a grave and each representing 
someone who has died of AIDS, stretch 
across the field, with 49 miles of walk- 
way weaving in between. The panels 
are made by the lovers, family, or friends 
or someone who died of AIDS. 

Seeing the quilt in its entirety leaves 
one with an overwhelming feeling of 
grief at the enormity of loss — so many 
people, young and in the prime of their 
lives. Statistics are dry and abstract: 
60,000 dead of AIDS in the U.S., more 
than 100,000 reported AIDS cases. The 
numbers do not give any sense of the 
human face of this virus: real people die 



of AIDS, people we know, people we 
love. The quilt compels one to become 
emotionally involved. 

At a podium nearby, beside the Na- 
tional Christmas tree, names of the dead 
are read throughout the tliree days of the 
quilt's showing. One after the other the 
names flow, read out by mothers, broth- 
ers, aunts, and lovers of the dead. Qui- 
etly they line up behind the podium, 
waiting to publicly share their grief, 
voice anger at government inaction over 
AIDS funding, and drive home the sense- 
lessness of these deaths. 

Thousands of people quietly wind 
their way through the quilt. Despite the 
size of the crowd, a silence hangs over 
the Ellipse. The reading of names and 
the roar of jets flying overhead form 
RFK Airport are the only sounds. 
Hundreds stand around the podium, 
watching the readers come up, one after 
the other. Most people wept openly. It 
is a scene of incredible grief, yet it is 
strangely empowering because of the 
strength of their committment to not let 
us forget. 

"As a recent PWA (person with 
AIDS),*' says one reader, "I just want 
them (his dead friends) to know that I'm 
trying to hold up the strength in their 
memory." Another reader asks us to 
"remember my dear friend and room- 
mate Michael Pitkin. Please say hello to 
him at panel 0914." 

A young woman walks up to the 
microphone. Her voice breaking with 
emotion, she wants "to remember the 
most courageous person I* ve ever known 
— my brother Barry Nelson Roberts." 
Phrases such as, "my dear lover of 18 
years," and "my precious only son," and 
"the best friend I ever had," stream out 
all day. The sense of loss is profound — 
these people are too young, much too 
young to be dying of this disease. 

"It's so vivid. It's like Sunday in the 
park, only the park is a cemetery." Hibbs 
hopes people come away from the quilt 
ready to be more responsible by practic-

ing safe sex. 

"If you have sex without using a 
condom or dental dam, you're playing 
Russian roulette," says Hibbs. "And I'm 
telling you one of those barrels is going 
to be loaded, and it's going to explode 
on you." 

The quilt is an educational tool, 
drawing attention to the need for people 
to change their sexual practices. It also 
puts pressure on government officials to 
increase funding to AIDS programmes. 
Hibbs credits the Names Project and 
other activist groups with the continuing 
rise in funding levels over the past three 
years. 

A San Francisco man named Cleve 
Jones, the executive director of the 
Names Project, first came up with the 
idea of the quilt in 1986. It was unveiled 
in 1987 in Washington to coincide with 
a huge march in support of lesbian and 
gay rights which drew nearly one mil- 
lion people. That year, there were Z000 
panels in the quilt. The following year, 
the quilt had grown to 8,200 panels, and 
this year the number is at more than 
10,000. Yet this represents only a frac- 
tion of the people who have died of 
AIDS. 

Jones says the quilt initially began 
as the lesbian and gay community's 
ripeness to its devastation by AIDS, but 
it now reaches out to everyone affected 
by the epidemic. Earlier this year, sec- 
tions of the quilt toured through 1 9 North 
American cities, including Montreal last 
June, in conjunction with the Interna- 
tional Conference on AIDS. 

It is a critical time in the AIDS crisis, 
according to Jones, and this year gov- 
ernment leaders have been urged to come 
view the quilt. "Decisions about AIDS 
made in the coming months wiO help 
decide whether the ultimate death toll 
form the pandemic is measured in tens 
of thousands or tens of millions/* says 
Jones. "It is imperative that those deci- 
sions be made with compassion, and we 
know that seeing the quilt opens people's 
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hearts and minds to the reality of this 
epidemic and the need for an immediate 
and compassionate response." 

Thousands of people from the hous- 
ing Now demo, perhaps tired of listen- 
ing to speeches or to the Jefferson Air- 
plane, make their way form the Capital 
Mall to the Ellipse. Walking through the 
quilt, one sees names we all know: Rock 
Hudson, Perry Ellis, Klaus Nomi, Robert 
Mapplethorpe. But sadder are the an- 
onymous panel, or the ones with onlv 



first names or initials, such as "Baby 
Jessica", "Father Tom — you were a 
damn good priest", and "Goodbye Dad". 
"You've got to remember that every 
person with AIDS is somebody's child 
and that we're not the stereotype's at 
all," says Hibbs. "You've seen actors 
out there (on the quilt), politicians, 
babies, young mothers, IV drug 
users... .AIDS is the only thing that I've 
ever seen in my whole life that does not 
discriminate."

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The second reading for the new abortion legislation should have taken place 
by now in the House of Commons. The first reading upset both sides of the abortion 
movement. This is a clear indication that the new abortion bill is a compromise. On 
the pro-abortion side, they are angry because no Bill should be tabled at all. These 
people were content since the January 1988 ruling of the Morgentaller case, by the 
Supreme court, which gave free access to abortion. However, for the anti-abortionist 
movement, this same period of time was total chaos because of the free access to 
abortion with no constraints. Abortion on demand became a simple medical 
procedure, and a way of life. 

If the new Bill is passed by both the Senate and House as printed, beware 
doctors.

The Mulroney government, if we all remember, left the abortion dispute up 
to the Supreme Court to define the issue on January 1 988.

Up until last week, there was no law and the federal government finally gave 
us a law, but close examination of this law will reveal that the state has turned the re- 
sponsibility over to the doctors. This seems justifiable because doctors do medical 
procedures and it is their job to perform operations. But would any individual like 
to be ordered to do an abortion bylaw? I am sure there are many doctors who prefer 
not to.

"Students must show their devotion 
to the new students* centre by showing 
Administration they are willing to ac- 
cept an increase in the student levy within 
the next few years", comments Brent 
Bostrom, SGA president. And, he is 
quiet confident that students will accept 
the increase in appreciation for a new, 
larger, and more functional students' 
centre. 

Last Tuesday, Bostrom met with Ron 
Chrysler to discuss the future of the 
students ' centre which plans to re-locate 
itself in the new library building under 
construction at present, behind the Fraser 
Building. The move will be from the 
second floor of the R.D. Parker Build- 
ing. 

Comments Bostrom, "the larger space 
will give us the student centre that eve- 
ryone wanted; namely the students".

MONTREAL (CUP) — Concordia 
students may have voted overwhelm- 
ingly in favour of a Coors boycott but 
the beer will still be sold on campus. 

Students voted Oct.. 20, 1,034 to 218 
to maintain the Coors boycott, rescinded 
at an August Concordia council meet- 
ing. 

But the student council co-president 
ShawnO'Hara, whocampaigned against 
the boycott, said the council-owned 
company which sells alcohol on campus 
(CUSACORP) is a "separate entity" and 
may not have to abide by the referendum 



decision. 

Engineering, computer science and 
commerce and administration students 
councils are also not bound by the deci- 
sion because they don't belong to the 
central students association, CUSA. 

CUSACORP's operations manager 
Glen Cheverie said he will respect the 
Coors boycott for CUSA events, but 
said he is forced to order Coors beer for 
associations which do not boycott Coors . 
But the group which pushed for the 
boycott want the company to stop pro- 
viding Coors - period. 

'It was such a resounding victory 
that there leaves no question that Con- 
cordia students don't want Coors. beer 
on campus," said Charlene Nero, a 
member of the boycott committee. 

"If CUSACORP chooses to ignore 
the sentiment expressed in the referen- 



dum vote, that will only necessity le 
another referendum," she said. "Most 
of us assume it (CUSACORP) is CUS A's 
business arm. Maybe we should take the 
CUSA out of CUSACORP." 

In 1986, Concordia decided to boy- 
cottCoors after learning the Coors family 
was actively supporting "organizations, 
politicians, and legislation that are in 
opposition to the best interests of uhe 
poor, the elderly, students, women, vis- 
ible minorities, lesbians, and gay men, 
and other groups on the lower rungs of 
the economic and social ladder."

Dieppe: As Told to Me 
By One Who Was There 




Yes, I was at Dieppe and I can only tell you what I've seen, which is only 
a small part of the full story. 

A few days before the raid about 140 officers and men of our battalion 
were taken to a wire enclosed rendezvous and forbidden to talk with any- 
one who might approach the enclosure. Needless to say the area was 
under heavy guard. 

On the morning of August 18 1942, we were transported to the 
seaport of Portsmouth and boarded a very large ship which was at 
dockside. 

Several times in the past we had boarded a similar ship, only to be 
taken off after a couple of hours, therefore we assumed this was just 
another exercise, even though we could see scramble nets over the ship's 
side. 

Late in the evening of the same day, a small landing craft pulled along 
side and we were ordered to climb down the nets and scramble aboard, 
approximately 40 of us to each craft. We found out later that these crafts 
were called L.C.T.s (Lank Landing Craft) . A short time later we pulled 
out to sea and were told by our captain this was it; we were taking part in 
a raid on the channel port of Dieppe. We all felt it was about time we seen 
some action and the morale was high. 

Our first sign of what was to come, came in the form of tracer bullets 
which raked the canvas above our heads. Just about daybreak our L.C.T. 
was hit by a naval shell which rocked us violendy. Some of us climbed the 
short ladder to the upper deck to access the damage. The scene which 
met our eyes is one I will never forget. The six English sailors who made 
up the crew of the anti-aircraft guns had been slaughtered. As we placed 
their torn bodies into basket stretchers and carried them below we now 
finally realized the horror of war and I think we were all in at least partial 
state of shock. 

In Flanders Fields

In Flanders fields the poppies blow 
Between the crosses, row on row, 
That mark our place; and in the sky 
The larks, still bravely singing, fly 
Scarce heard amid the guns below. 

We are the Dead. Short days ago 
We lived, felt dawn, saw sunset glow, 
Loved and were loved, and now we he 
In Flanders fields. 

Take up our quarrel with the foe: 
To you from failing hands we throw 
The torch; be yours to hold it high. 
If ye break faith with us who die 
We shall not sleep, though poppies grow 
In Flanders fields. 

aside: During the last four years of his life, 
John McCrae served as a 
medical officer in the First World War. 




We were to have landed at 0530 hours, but we must have been late 
because it was daylight when we hit the shore. Our protective door was 
dropped and our two tanks proceeded to roll off. The first tank crashed 
through the barbed wire and headed inland. The second tank didn't 
make it and became engulfed in fire. The tank crew we had talked with 
such a short time before, now perished before our eyes. Some made it 
out of the tank only to be cut down by enemy machine gun fire. 

This particular stretch of beach seemed to consist of slate and shale 
and was literally strewn with bodies. We also passed by bodies floating 
in the surf, corpses of young men who minutes ago had been so vibrandy 
alive. 

I guess by this time the enemy must have felt they had successfully 
repelled the raid, and their firing became sporadic. 

It was with a helpless feeling of resignation we awaited for what we felt 
must be death or capture. However, this was not to be, thanks to the 
courage of a Scottish skipper who managed to manoeuvre his damaged 
and bullet ridden L.C.T. in such a manner he was able to get us off the 
beach. 

As soon as we were afloat some of us manned the anti-aircraft guns 
and we like to think we may have shot down a German plane but will 
never be sure. We only know it burst into flames, but it very well could 
have been destroyed by the English airforce which supplied us with a 
blanket cover all the way home. 

We arrived back in Portsmouth in a torrenLof rain and were taken to 
a welcoming depot where food had been prepared for hundreds We 
were just a handful however, and I for one did not feel like eating. 

One Englishman wrote "a good soldier is one with a desire to live 
relating itself to a readiness to die" 

I think these lines surely apply to the Canadians of Dieppe.

Rape. Your mind conjures up im- 
ages of strangers lurking in a dark alley. 
But not this kind of rape. It's called 
"date rape" or sexual assault It doesn't 
involve strangers, he isn't lurking in a 
dark alley, and he may be your lover, 
husband, or casual acquaintance. 

Being sexually assaulted by some- 
one you've just met or have known for 
years is a traumatic experience. Women 
, aisk themselves why and sometimes 
blame themselves. Remember, no one 
wants to be raped or "asks for it". Men 
must take responsibility for their actions 
and not make excuses for themselves. 
Men can control themselves and don't 
rape for sexual reasons. A man who 
says he couldn't help himself is engag- 
ing in a self-serving rationalization. 

Why do men rape women they know, 
especially when they know they are 
causing harm? Because date rapists 
want to control and dominate women. 
Most lack empathy, social conscience, 
maturity, and rarely feel guilty, insisting 
they've done nothing wrong. The intent 
to rape is to injure, harm, humiliate, or 
degrade the victim. Rape is a crime of 
power, not sex. 

Rape is an accusation easily made 
and hard to be proved, and harder to 
be defended by the party accused, 
though never so innocent 



Not The Reason 



About half of rapists are married or 
have regular sexual outlets at the time 
they rape. A lot of these rapes are 
premeditated. They try to isolate inse- 
cure, vulnerable, or submissive women. 
He manipulates his victim and tries to 
place her in a situation he can exploit. 
Rape attitudes: To rape is 10 have no 
respect for that individual. The humili- 
ation, concern over pregnancy, and 
venereal disease are issues that plague 
the victim. 

The impulse to rape is not linked to a 
man's status, age, income, or education. 
Because the typical date rapist knows 
his victim, he has the advantage of using 
only threats and not violence. Severe 
physical injuries are rare, mostly be- 
cause threats are enough to scare his 
victim. A high percentage know their 
attacker; they feel it really can't be rape. 
But sexual assault is kissing, fondling, 
sexual intercourse, and oral sex, if done 
without her consent. 

The myth that rape is committed by a 
stranger inhibits many women from re- 
porting and incident or even defining an 
unpleasant sexual episode as attempted 
rape. If she is raped, the man will almost 
always escape persecution and the 
women will be made to feel responsible 
because she was somehow "asking for 
it". If the woman had been drinking, 
police, in most instances, will dismiss 



her charges. 

Blaming the victim: This phrase 
can be applied to victims who are made 
to feel responsible for the irresponsible 
actions of a rapist. Even if a woman is 
drinking, has a short skirt on, is going 
out with that person, or even wants to be 
with him, it is not the woman's fault if he 
rapes her. If he feels, "How do you ex- 
pect me to stop? You want me to force 
you, so I'm going to make you:, how can 
a woman be made to fell she brought it 
on? Society is at fault 

Because it is mostly a male-domi- 
nated problem, some men don't acknowl- 
edge there is a problem. But it is a male 
problem which society created. 
University life is a meat market. 

Women usually want to talk to women 
when they come for help or want to take 
legal actions. Fortunately, the dominant 
position of men in our society is chang- 
ing. Lawyers, judges, police officers, 
and social workers have a balanced staff 
of men and women. 

Society's attitude that males must be 
"studs" or have a "cool-dude" image 
sometimes leads young men to think 
they must "have" the woman. This leads 
to the victim feeling guilt, shame, loss of 
self-esteem, and the crime heightened 
when the woman was a virgin. 

The social stigma attached to the 



victim's family is great, but hers is worse. 
As long as sex in our society is construed 
as a dirty, low, and violent act involving 
domination of a male over a female, rape 
will remain a common occurance. The 
myth that women are submissive and 
the man aggressive leads to bad social 
attitudes. 

University Applies: Statistically, 
sexual assault occurs once every six 
minutes. The age range between 17-26 
is a period of dating and peer pressure 
for both genders. 

This may account for the high per- 
centage of date rapes. The higher rates 
of rape occurances are at university, 
even Laurentian. 

A woman must learn to set clear 
limits herself and say NO when those 
limits are reached. It is the minority that 
have not been raped or have had some 
sexual pressure. The younger student 
feels insecure, wants to fit in with the 
crowd, and may feel she must please he* 
date. She doesn't want to feel like a 
"prude" and maybe she like him a lot. 
But, there is no law that states a woman 
must have sexual intercourse with her 
boyfriend after an (expensive) date. 
Especially during Orientation and Ini- 
tiation Week, immaturity and peer pres- 
sure encourage guys to do things they 
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would otherwise feel to be taboo. 

...rape is a kind of terrorism which 
severely limits the freedom of women 
and makes women dependant on men. 

An end to rape: Any female student 
here at Laurentian can receive help if 
she is sexually assaulted. Even a young 
man can receive help if he has been 
sexually assaulted or feels guilty for his 
prior actions. 

Rape is a crime of power not sexual 
desire, so many different situations can 
spur an attack. 

"To see an end to rape, people must 
be able to envision a relationship be- 
tween the sexes that involves sharing, 
warmth, and equality, and to bring about 
a social system in which those values are 
fostered." 

Trust your instincts, because 
there's nothing a woman can do that 
will guarantee her protection against 
date rape.

Student Shuttle 
Stays 

After All

TORONTO (CUP) — Students at the 
University of Toronto's suburban Scar- 
borough campus can keep shuttle serv- 
ice for a few months. 

The bus service, paid for by the uni- 
versity and provided by Toronto public 
transit, will continue until the end of the 
spring term. 

The shuttle was originally slated to 
be axed on January 1. 



Scarborougn Campus official Pat- 
rick Phillips says concerned students, 
faculty, and administrators argued that 
it was "unfair to stop the service in the 
middle of the term." 

Angry Scarborough students have 
rallied in opposition to the proposed 
service cancellation, among other cam- 
pus controversial issues. 

These protests, Phillips said, were 
one of the factors leading to the decision 
to keep the shuttle at least for now. 



A new wide-ranging tax such 
as the General Sales Tax will al- 
ways be unpopular. No-one likes 
to be taxed. 

Bat the proposed Goods and 
Services Tax could have serious 
negative effects on post- 
secondary education in Canada. 

According to recent data from 
the Canadian Federation of Stu- 
dents (CFS), the GST will cost 
students on average $200 per 
year. As low income earners -- 
half of all post-secondary stu- 
dents earn less than $7,000 per 
year according to the 1989 Cana- 
dian Campus Survey - students 
cannot afford this reduction in 
their disposable income. 

In listening to the various 
groups speak against the GST, 
there seems to be a common 
theme: everyone wants their sec- 
;or to be tax free or tax exempt. 
Very few alternatives are being 
put forward. Some which could 
make the GST into a fairer sys- 
tem include: 

1) The administration of the tax 
roust be undertaken in coopera- 
tion with the provinces. This will 
reduce administrative costs and 
allow for the harmonization of 
federal and provincial tax sys- 
tems. 

2) The tax must be visible at the 
cash register. 

3) A progressive credit system 
must be devised. Our proposal to 
this end is a simple one. The De- 
partment of Finance must set a 
realistic poverty or minimum in- 
come level. 

All those falling under that 
level will get a credit for all of 
the tax paid. As incomes rise 
above the minimum level, there 
should be a sliding scale of 
credits which would ultimately 
work its way down to zero. This 



is the only way to ensure mat low 
income Canadians are not subject 
to an undue tax burden which will 
erode their purchasing power any 
further. 

4) The proposed tax rate of nine 
per cent must be reduced consid- 
erably. 

The GST as now outlined 
must be looked at very carefully. 
Major changes are necessary to 
make it even remotely palatable 
for post-secondary educational 
institutions and students alike. 

GST credit? 

For the most part, the reduc- 
tion in students* disposable in- 
come will not be offset by the 
GST Credit. This is due to the 
fact that most students fail to 
meet the minimum income level 
needed to receive the supplemen- 
tal $140 credit. That level is set at 
$6,175. 

The Department of Finance 
has stated that anyone making 
less than $6,175 per year could 
not possibly be self-supporting. 
This ignores the fact that students 
take out loans to cover the cost of 
their living and educational ex- 
penses. 

These loans are not included 
in the calculation of income. Yet, 
purchases made with the bor- 
rowed money attract GST in the 
same way as products bought 
with standard earned income do. 
Clearly, the finance department 
does not have a t irm grasp of the 
realities of student finances in 
Canada.

Textbooks high 

The cost of textbooks is al- 
ready prohibitive for many stu- 
dents. The addition of a nine per 
cent tax will only increase this 
problem. The tax on new 
textbooks mus; be removed. 

Taxing the printed page and 
the, ideas and concepts it contains 
has never occurred before in Can- 
ada. It should not happen now. 
We cannot stand for a tax on 
ideas. 

The taxing of non-tuition fees, 
the taxing of textbooks, the unfair 
treatment students will receive 
under the GST Credit scheme, 
and the impact of the tax on the 
resources available not only to 
students but to the universities 
themselves - all these will result 
in a serious deterioration of the 
post-secondary sector in Canada 
should the GST as written be 
passed into law. 

The government has made an 
effort to reduce the impact of the 
GST on students and universities 
in the Technical Paper. It is our 
belief that the steps taken are in- 
adequate. More must be done, 
and soon. 

Clearly, the protection and the 
support of the Canadian educa- 
tional system are important and 
necessary policy options for this 
government. The onus is on the 
government to eliminate the addi- 
tional burden which will be 
placed upon Canadian students 
and their institutions should the 
GST proposal be allowed to pro- 
ceed unamended.

Amidst the screeching of cat gut and 
quiet fidgeting, the lights come up in a 
frazzled-haired psychiatrists' (played by 
Gerry Pearson) office. His patient ar- 
rives in a motorized wheelchair and, 
wait a minute, that's my theatre arts 
professor, Ti Hall as. Well, it's not too 
often that a student gets the chance to 
turn the tables on a professor and be- 
come the grader rather than the gradee. 
Duet For One is a very emotional 
play based on a true story in which a 
concert musician contracts M.S. She 
must give up her brilliant career and 
learn to cope with a debilitating disease. 
The structure of the play is very musi- 
cally oriented. Each of the scenes repre- 
senting a movement to a suite with Dr. 
Feldmann as conductor. 

I watched as scene by scene, Dr. 
Alfred Feldmann (Gerry Pearson) 
"played" upon Stephanie Abrahams* (Ti 
Hall as) emotions from his extremely 
neutral position. Ti Hall as showed us 
each motion clearly, expertly and be- 
lievably as Stephanie went from opti- 
mistic denial, to doubts , to angry/cyni- 
cal and down to the dregs of despair. It 
was quite a trip but I felt that the play 
was unbalanced because we saw only 
Stephanie's emotions. How supportive 
or nonsupportive were the efforts of 
Stephanie's husband? How didhe react 
to his wife's disease? What were the 
interactions and attitudes of Stephanie 
at home? I didn't know if I was seeing 
"normal" reactions to her condition or 
not. 

The entire audience must have been 
agreeing with Stephanie as she deni- 
grated Dr. Feldmann for his seemingly 
uncaring stance. It was quite shocking 
to see him refute this claim so vehe- 




mently and pleasing that we could fi- 
nally see some dimension in his, until 
then, invisible character. Nicely done. 

I had the opportunity to chat with Ti 
Hallas after the performance. She re- 
lated some insights into the play and 
mentioned previous work and projects. 
Ti had previously portrayed Stephanie 
Abrahams in Edmonton's Fringe The- 
atre and because director Mark Schoen- 
berg enjoyed her interpretation, was 
offered the role. Ti is originally from 
Winnipeg and has worked in profes- 
sional theatre in Western Canada for the 
past 11 years. 

Not only is Ti active in theatre but 
she is also a clown called Toby; was 
featured last summer in "Etsay's Way*' 
for CBC TV and expressed a particular 
love for working in Radio. Ti can be 
seen later this season as Hannah in STC 's 
production of The Night of the Iguana**. 

Ti Hallas moved to Ontario because 
of the opportunities to work and teach. 
She says that this is the first time she has 
performed in a show while teaching. It 
will give her the unique possibility of re- 
ceiving direct feedback from her stu- 
dents, but as of last Thursday none was 
forthcoming. Students still have time 
though as Duet For One runs until 
November 12.
